I be used by the commis-ion in deter­ 
mining the cost of living at any time, 
when it is requested to make a spe 
cific investigation with the object of 
fixing a minimum wage,

In connection with the industrial I 
commission's investigation the nor-; 
J mal schools of the state have taken 
up an activity that promises to be 
'beneficial, 
ta c h of the eight nor­ 
mal schools maintain a department 
of economics and 
sociology.

students of these departments have 
been granted permission to make in­ 
vestigations in the normal school een- 
i tors.
